Lonpon, June 3.—({By Cable and 
Associated Press.] The Times declares 
that the order to dispatch an American 
cruiser to Bering Sea smacks too much 
of the First Napoleon in dealing with 
weak statesmen, and if the order is 
executed British men-of-war must fol- 
low. 

“We can only imagine,’ the Times 
says, ‘that pressure from I[rish-Ameri- 


cans has induced Blaine to withdraw 
from his apparent desire for a diplo- 
matic settlement. We believe England 
will agree to a close time for seals in 
the open sea, but such arrangements 
must be international and cannot be 
imposed upon the world by American 
gunboats or at the bidding of Blaine.” 


THE PANAMA CANAL. 


Immense Earnings Promised if It Is 
Ever Completed. 


Paris, June 3»—({By Cable and Asso- 
ciated i’ress.}] The special l’anama 
Canal commission has prepared a 
fresh report on the prospective earn- 
ings of the canal in case it is com- 
pleted. In this the annual cost of 
maintenance is placed at f.5,500,000 
and the expenses of administration 
are placed at f.1,800,000 annually. The 
income for the first four years is esti- 
mated at f.51,250,000. This is calcu- 
lated on an average annual tonnage 
for that period of 4,100,000 tons, and 
the proposed rate of charge per ton is 
f.12.5. The commission estimates that 
after the first four years there would 
be an annual increase in tonnage of 
250,000 tons until a maximum tonnage 
of 6,000,000 should be reached. After 
the ‘canal has been in operation twelve 
years the annual net receipts are esti- 
mated at f.67, ees ,000. 


“NOTES FROM A “FROM ABROAD. | 
Parneliites Preparing to Test 
Tories’ Strength. |. 

Lonpon, June 38.—{By Cable and 
Associated Press.} An urgent Par- 
hellite “whip” has been issued calling 
mpon Nationalist members of the 
House of Commons to be in thejr seats 
on Thursday. 

It is reported a motion will be made 
to adjourn the House in order to cen- 
‘sure the government for proclaiming 
the recent meetings at Tipperary. 

THE M’KINLEY TARIFF. 

LONDON, June 3.—The Berlin corre- 
spondent of the Daily News says: The 
government is not likely to accede to 
the petitions of chambers of commerce 

asking it to proteat against the pro- 
posed changes in the United States 
tariff. Many manufacturers in Saxony 
have been notified by American bouses 
that their orders will be canceled un- 
less the goods are delivered in Amer- 
ica before July. 

A PRINCE’S AILMENT, 

Berwin, June 38.—The Prince of 
Saxe Meiningen, brother-in-law of the 
Emperor, who is visiting at Coblentz, 
was taken suddenly ill ata hotel at 
that place.

Before 
commencing negotiations for the pur- 
chase, arrangements were’made  be- 
tween the syndicate and those at pres- 
ent controlling the Baltimore and 
Ohio Railroad property for a perma- 
nent alliance upon a very satisfactory 
basis. ‘The syndicate being composed 
of prominent manufacturers and

The Chormicle and Gardner 
Case Still on. 


FIFTH DAY OF PROSECUTION. 


Corroborative Testimony on Main 
_ Points—Old Man Burola Still 
 Missing—Court Notes 
and New Cases. 


The prosecution abvut closed yesterday in 
the Chormicie and Gardner murder case, 
upon the fifth day of the trial, During the 
presentation of their case they have intro- 
duced witnesses who witnessed the shoot- 
ing of George D. Walton and Dolores Cook 
and who claim to have seen the defendants 
do it. More time has been spent in the 
cross-examination of the few witnesses for 
the prosecution than was consumed in elic- 
iting their direct testimony, one of the wit- 
nesses being ase on cross-examination for 
a day and a half. 

The shooting of Cook and Walton by the 
defendants has been proved beyond perad-: 
venture. The defense must necessirily 
base their request for an acquittal upon a 
plea of justitiable homicide or self-defense. 
rhe line of their questions indicates that 
such will be their theory, anda they have a 
long list of witnesses whose testimony will 
begin to be taken this morning. The case 
wiil last several days yet, the tedious and 
long-drawn-out nature of the examination 
of witnesses by the defense having been 
outiined in their cross-examination of wit- 
nesses. 

GUSTAVE DE LAVAUX, 

a civil engineer, the first witness yesterday 
morning, testified that he went up in the 
cafion, and examihed the premises where 
the shooting occurred. He gave the meas- 
urement he took, and also testified that he 
found blood stains at the point where Wal- 
ton fell. From actual experiments he testi- 
fied that he could see ns in the house 
two or three feet back of the windows from 
the point where Walton fell. 

A map or sketch of the locality, drawn by 
the witness, was offered in evidence, and he 
was examined upon it. 

Upon cross-examination he stated that he 
is a native of. Poland, and has been in this 
country since October, 1881; in Los An- 
eles since January, 1884 

The witness, when asked who was pres- 
ent at the time he was at the house, pulled 
a piece of paper from his pocket and read 
the names of all who were there. He said 
he was employed by Mr. Appel to make a 
survey of the ground. Mr. Appel.paid him. 
He aid not know where Mr. Appel got the 
money. He started from W. W. Jenkins’s 
house that morning. — 

‘The witness was asked if he has not been 
a witness for “Bill” Jenkins several times 
in controversies between himself and other 
parties about land. ‘There was a cross-fire 
oetween the attorneys as to the question, 
but he was allowed to answer. Hejsaid he 
testified ina contest between Jenkins and 
Hilda Martinez, in which the latter had 
made application in the United States Land 
Office for some land in the Castac Cafion. 
He also said that Jenkins and the company 
procured his services in that contest. 

DR. MACGOWAN 
was sworn and testified that he made an 
examination of the bodies of George W. 
Walton and Dolores Cook in an out- 
bariaise on Mr. Jénkins’s place in Castac 
sfion.” 

The defense objected to any questions 
about Walton, which was overruled, and 
the witness testified that Walton had two 

nshot wounds on the left side of his 

y, which were about four inches apart. 
The wounds were minutely described by 
witness. The course ot the upper 
wound was downward, and that of the 
lower wound upward, the bullet lodging in 
the uppe rvicie vertebra, aftér passing 
through spinal column. The fifth rib

left shoulder. 1t entered on the point of 
the shoulder, a little in front. It passed 
into the chest cavity, and striking the col- 
lar-bone broke it. Crossing still further, 
it cut ‘a large artery. Passing through, it 
went into the cervicle vertebre on: the 
right side. The course of the bail was 
nearly straight. It was lodged, partly in 
the bone «nd partly out. He died from the 
effectsof the wound. The immediate effect 
of such a wound, the witness considered, 
would be that the person receiving it would 
fall helpless, being paralyzed at ail points 
below the point at which tbe ball crossed 
the spinal column. 
| WILLIAM H. GEORGE, 

being sworn, testified: 1 remember the 
shooting of Cook and Walton. I was down 
at my house at the time, which is about a 
mile and a half from thecabin. I went to 
the scene about an hour after the shooting. 
{ am acquainted with Thomas Riley. I met 
him at Mr. Jenkins’s house before I went 
to the scene of the killing. He had a re- 
volver inhis hand. It wasa kind of a new 
revolver. I took it in my hands at the time. 
It was loaded—all the chambers. We went 
up then and picked up Mr. Walton’s body. 

The witness described the position of the 
tracks of the wagon and the buggy, made 
after the shooting, showing how they cir- 
cled about. ' 

At the afternoon session the cross-exam- 
ination of George was concluded. He testi- 
fied that Thomas Kiley and two Mexicans 


‘| went with him up the cafion after Walton’s 


body, and said that he had once had Chor- 
micie arrested for building a fence on the 
land in dispute. He claimed the land as 
Government land, and Chormicie claimed it 
as railroad land. He denied taking up the 
land in the interest of Jenkins or any one 
but himself. Le saw Mr, Freeman through 
the windows of the cabin from various 
points outside. 
MRS. FRANCISCA COOK 

testified that she was Dolores Cook’s wife, 
and saw him after he was shot. She con- 
versed with him before he died, and he 
told her that Gardnershothim. He saw 
Gardner on the inside of the window. The 
witness said her husband died about ten 
minutes after he spoke to her. 

On cross-examination the- witness could 
not remember who were present at the 
time her husband died. She had spoken 
to no one about the dying declaration until 
she told Mr. Appel. 

SHERIFF W. H. RILEY 

of Ventura county testified that he saw the 
defendants in the Piru Cafion, in that 
county, after the shooting. He founa them 
ina house, and they had their rifles along. 
The witness put them under arrest. He 
identified the rifles, the Winchester and 
Marlin, as those in possession of the de- 
fendants. Sheriff Aguirre aud himself 
brought them to Los Angeles. 

On cross-examination the witness said 
that the defendants sent word to him where 
they were, and gave themseives up to him. 
He allowed them to retain their arms. 
They were afraid that the “Jenkins outfit” 
might give them trouble at Newhall. aud 
he put them in the bagyaye-car. ‘They 
thought they might geta shot or two, They 
especially mentioned the “Jenkins outfit.” 

‘The defense now made Sheriff Riley its 
own witness, and he was examined out of 
the reguiar order. He was questioned as 
to the reputation of the defendant for 

ace and quiet, and stated that it is good.

Chief of Police Glass, in a communication 
to the City Council, suggests to that body 
the necessity of keeping the streets clear of 
vehicles, especially cabs and hacks. ‘rhe 
matter. will come up for censideration this 
morning. Among other things, the Chief 
suggests that the Council designate a place 
as a stand for hacks and cabs, instead of 
allowing them to stand in front of the 
hotels and on the most prominent corners. 
This is done in every city of any size and 
importance, and the suggestion of the Chief 
is a most excellent one, and there is no 
reason why it should not be adopted. The 
reason the public streets have been biocked 
so long by vehicles grows partly 
out of custom and partly from pelf. In the 
early days, a man who owned a lot took it 
for granted that he had exciusive right to 
the middie of the street, upward as far as 
the clouds and downward to the center of 
the earth. In those primitive days there 
were noue to dispute, and when the boum 
came these men, who claimed everything 
from a custom established by themselves in 
their own interests, would charge, or claim 
the rightof charging, people for merely 
walking in front of their places of business. 
And now they sell these rent the 
use of the streets, which beloug to every- 
body in common, to certain people fora 
specified amount of money per month.

nm the vehicle-owner refused to longer 

y for the peivilens, this, man came to the 
police and asked that the obstruction” be 
removed, thus asking the police depart- 
menttoaid him in the streets. 
But the Chief saw through the scheme, and 
so notified the street-grabber. 

“Under the former management of the 
Nadeau, a certain cab compiny paid $50 a 
rmoonth for the exclusive privilege of allow- 
ing its hacks to stand in front of that ho- 
tel; yet other hacks and private teams of 
visitors had equal rights. There is yet 
another monopoly in this line, against 
which there is a “kick” by a competing 
line. The City Cab*Company has a tele- 
phone in a cigar store on First and Spring— 
this is considered the “office,”’ and the cigar 
man gives that line the exclusive privilege 
of the front of his cigar stand, to which the 
other company demura. 

The shortest way tosettle all of these dis- 
putes, stop the sales of privileges, and give 
pedestrians and private teams their rights, 

is to establish stands for hacks and express 
wagons. This would also be the means of 
keeping the streets much cleaner. ‘lhuse 
who pass along the streets need not be told 
of its filthy condition in consequence of 
these vehicles, The air that smelis rank to 
heaven and is much louder than 
words.

‘The Rapid Transit and Its 


Ramifications. 


POSSIBLY A BIG SCHEME IN VIEW. 


Is the Santa Fe Backing It to Ob- 
tain Loeal Connections and 
Access to Ocean 
Traffic? 


The Rapid-transit steamship scheme is 
Srowing in magnitude, There was a rumor 
out yesterday to the effect that they are 
negotiating for the Los Angeles and Pa- 


 Cific road to Santa Monica, and if they get 


it they will have a wharf at both San Pedro 
and Santa Monica. The Rapid Transit and 
the San Gabriel roads have rights of way 


_ to the Plaza, and it will be but little trouble 


to connect the two roads. : 
According to rumor the Oregon Naviga- 
tion and Improvement Company, which 
owns the Pacific Coast Steamship lines that 
run to San Pedro and San Diego, has had 
trouble with both the Southern Pacifico and 


the Union Pacific, and they have made up 
their minds to break away. If this rumor 


_ig true the chances are that the whole thin 


isascheme backed up by the Santa F 
people. All the indications go to show that 
nese will be a red-hot war between the 
uthern Pacific and the Santa Fé in the 
near future. A railroad man, who is well 
said toa Times representative yes- 
y: 
_ “Huntington and Manvel are looked

A NEW ROUTE. 
Fred Trimmer, a correspondent of the 
Salt Lake Tribune, in that paper of the 
29th ult. gives his views on the Union Pa- 


- cific extension to Southern California. Ac- 


cording to his ideas it will reacn Los Ange- 
les over the route Boe out by THE 
Times the other day. He says: 

“An announcement to .your readers 
that by going south through Utah 
to the end of the railroad they could 
reach a steamer connection to the ocean by 
staging over a gap of ninety miles would 
hardly be credited, but it is, or soon will be 


ue, 

‘*There has been much talk about the con- 
nection to Southern California, and various 
routes have been goted, but I have not seen 
anything said about the simplicity of a 
route, for facts as to which Chief Engineer 
Stanton of the Colorado-river expedition is 
responsible. 

“It will be remembered that an expedition 
under Stanton was organized trom Denver, 
abd during last winter made a careful sur- 
vey of the cafion from Green River to the 


sea. 

“The object was to ascertain the feasibil- 
ity of building a line along the river from 
Colorado so as to make a short route to the 


coast. 

“The report declares the scheme quite 
racticabie, and shows how vastly Soutnern 
Salifornia would benefited by getting 

¢heap Colorado coal., ete. ‘Io my mind this 
report, taken together with maps of South- 
ern Nevada, also goes to show how much 
simpler the same object can be achieved by 
the extension of the existing and authorized 
Union Pacific line, and at a much greater 
benefit to Salt Lake, and Utah in general. 
Stanton’s report reads: ‘Nearly twenty 
ears ago this river. pie Colorado) was open 

navigation for large steamboats, and 
Capt. Mellow took the first boat 575 miles 


sea a8 far up as of the 
Rio Virgin: time all supplies for 
‘this interior country reached it from San 
francisco by boat.’ Now the terminus of 
Dy Union Pacific in Nevada, at Clover 
alley, is by close scaling, exactly 88 miles 
trom the mouth of the Virgin River. 
- “Further on Stanton says: ‘A railroad 
from San Diego up the Colorado River to 
the Rio Virgit® (excepting over the moun- 
tains just east of San Diego) can be built 
as cheaply as some of our eastern lines 
across the plains.’ As said before, the dis- 
tance from the mouth of the Virgin River to 
Clover Valiey, terminus of the Union Pa- 
cific, is eighty-eight miles. The Goverp- 
went map shows a water grade all the 


way. | 

“Building through the at an im- 
mense outlay would accomplish no more 
than by closing this gap of eighty-eight 
miles, Ut:h has all the coal needed, and 
eastern as well as northern trunk-line con- 
nections, 

“If the coast towns are discussing this 
matter in earnest, these points are worth 
close study.”

In a recent issue it de- 
votes over a column to an interesting 
article on the resources of Texas. 
Texas is rather outside the confines of 
what is generally considered as the 
Southwest, but after a little the Sun, 
which printed such a readable article 
about our boom, may re-discover 
Southern California also. 

Téxas is indeed a grand State. Her 
own citizens have not yet been able to 
gain an adequate conception of her re- 
sources. The Rev., Dr. Barrows of 
Chicago recently used this illustration: 
“If the great State of New York were 
set down in Texas, and a man was sent 
out on horseback, without a chart or 
compass, to look for New York, he 


-|might ride an entire year without 


stumbling upon it.”” Texas claims to 
be self-supporting—that if walled in, 
she could produce all the comforts and 
luxuries her people now enjoy, from 
tropical fruits to natural ice. 

In one thing Texas is far béhind 
other States—that is, in her State debt, 
which is only $4,000,000. On the other 
hand, the public school fund is the 
most munificent of any State in the 
Union. There is an available cash 
fund of $11,000,000, and public lands 
devoted to tliis purpose valued at $60,- 
000,000. In less than five years the 
public school fund of the State will ex- 
ceed $100,000,000. In addition to this, 
every county in. the State has a public 
school fund of proportionate value. 

Texas expects the present census to 
show a population in the State of more 
than 3,000,000. This will be an in- 


|crease of 95 per cent. over the returns 


for 1880, and the increase during the 
decade 1870-1880 was proportionately 
as great. If as densely populated as 
the State of New York, Texas would 
contain 28,000,000 of people. 

Texas is first among the States of 
the Union in cattle, sheep and cotton. 
It is first in the average value per acre 
of corn, wheat and oats. The farm 
products of Texas exceedin value all 
those of the New England States, with. 
those of Maryland and Delaware 
added. It is the third State in the 
Union in railroad mileage. 

Texas is a wonderful State of a won- 
derful country. All it lacks is better 
means of communication and—the cli- 
mate of California.

STORM AND FLOOD. 


A N ebraska Hamlet Swept 
by a Cyclone. 


The Village Blotted Out and Six of 
Its Inhabitants Killed,

WRECKED BY THE WIND. 


An Asylum Partly Destroyed—Two 
Inmates Killed. 

Counci, (lowa,) June 3.— 
The Nonpareil’s Glennwood special 
says: One of the’most disastrous 
storms that ever visited this section 
struck Glennwood early this morning. 
The State institution for feeble- 
minded was blown down. The roof of 
the building was crushed by a falling 
smokestack, which tore its way through 
the building, killing two inmates, 
Willie Gline and Wesley Emery. Their 
bodies were crushed almost to a pulp. 
. Six other inmates were severely in- 
jured, of whom one or two may die. 
The new building in course of con- 
struction withstood the storm. Sev- 
eral other buildings were wrecked. 
The canning..tactory hada one side 
blown in, while the Glennwood mills 
were badly damaged. 

AN ILL-FATED VILLAGE. 

The village of Loveland seems 
doomed.

vats in any brewery by way ofa pipe line 
or other conduit to another building or place 
for the sole purpose of bottling the sam 
such pipe line or conduit to be construc 
and operated under such rulesand regula- 
tions as may be prescribed by the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue, subject to ap- 
proval by the Secretary of the Treasury, 
and all locks and seals prescribed shall be 

rovided by the Commissioner of Internal 
venue at the expense of the United 
States; provided, further that the 
tax imposed in section 33.9 of the Kevised 
Statutes shall be paid on all fermented 
liquor removed from a brewery to a bottling 
house by means of a pipe or conduit at the 
time of such removal by cancelation and 
defacement by the Collector of the district 
of the number of stumps denoting the tax 
on the fermented liquors thus removed.

NO LONGER OPEN TO ENTRY AND 
SETTLEMENT.

An Important Opinion by the At- 
torney-General — Settiers Can- 
not Take Up Tracts in 
the Arid Region. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

WASHINGTON, June 3.—|By the 
Associated Press.| The Secretary of 
the Interior today transmitted to the 
Senate an opinion by the Attorney- 
General construing the act of October 
2, 1888, which appropriated the sum of 
$10,000 for investigating the extent to 
which the arid region may be recov-. 
ered by irrigation. The opinion is 
transmitted in response to a resolution 
by the Senate inquiring particularly 
as to the views of the Interior De- 
partment concerning the scope and 
effect of the following section of the 
act of October 2d: 

And all lands which may hereafter be des- 
ignated or selected by such United States 
surveyors for sites for reservoirs, ditches or 
canals for irrigating purposes, and all lands 
made susceptible of irrigation by such res- 
ervoirs, ditches or canals, are from this time 
henceforth reserved from sale as the prop- 
erty of the United States, and shall not be 
subject, after the passage of this act, to en- 
try, settlement or occupation until further 
provided by law. 

The Attorney-General stated his 
conclusions, as follows: 7 

The object of the act is manifest. It was 
to prevent entry upon and settlement and 
sale of all that. part of the arid region of 
the public lands of the U nited Stites which 
could be improved by a general system of 
irrigation, and all lands which might there- 
after be designated or selected by the 
United Ststes surveyors as sites for reser- 
voirs, ditches or canals in such sys- 
tems. It was the peers of Congress 
by this act to suspend all rights of entry 
upon any lands which would come within 
the improving operation of the plans of irri- 
gation to be reported by the director of the 
geological survey under this act. lLan- 
guage could hardly be stronger than the 
words of the act in expressing this inten- 
tion. KEnatries should not be permitted, 
therefore, or any part of the arid regions 
which might possibly come within the 
operation of this act. 


The general effect of th ppinion, 
the law is not to re- 
serve from .settlement and entry prac- 
tically the whole of the great arid re- 
gions of the West. The Secretary, in 
his letter of transmittal, suggests 
that, if Congress does not fully con- 
cur in the pur of the law, it 
should take the business in hand at 
once, to so modify it as it may.deem 
the public interest requires.

The Country for Poor I Men. 
|}Southern Californian, Lordsburg. | 

Supposing that you are in Southern 
California on one of the small tracts 
where “dull farming” is unknown. 
We will consider you on a 10-acre 
tract situated near the foothills, where 
there is either no frosts during the | 
winter, or so little that no injury will 
result. Such a@ spot is the most re- 
liable; for where there is no frost it 
will soon make a difference in your 
income in your favor; for it makes a 
difference “whether your trees lie 
dormant two months or four; whether. 
your alfalfa patch goes to sleep for 
four months or whether it grows right 
along; whether your poas, etc., hang 
back, or bldssom and bear; whether 
your potatoes are fit to dig in Feb- 
ruary or whether you have to wait un- 
til March to plant them: whether you 
can put strawberries on the market in 
_ January or February or must wait un- 
til April or 


The facts are there are hundreds of 
farmers in the nooks and glens and 
along the valleys who are doing well 
with small fruits, poultry, vegetables, 
ete., and there iy room for many more. 
You hardly ever hear of these obscure 
producers; but they are here and more 
coming. ‘You will find them along the 
hillsides with pipes from springs carry- 
ing the refreshing waters to their lands, 
or with an artesian well, or beside the 
ditch which brings the water from the 
mountains. Potatoes, peas, onions, cab- 
carrots, beets, were 


plantéa at bnce, and in summer corn, 
ans, melons and other things were 
put in; a small patch of alfalfa for 
a cow and horse was sowed. This 
is a perennial plant which With suffi- 
‘cient water will yield eight to ten tons 
a year per acre. As soon as oné thing 
is taken up another is planted, and so 
the work goes on. In the intervals he 
can set in some grape and olive cut- 
ey 8, plant orange and lemon seeds, 

thus grow “his own stock. When 
he comes to dig his holes he can have 
the ground wet or dry, justas he de- 
sires to mako digging easy. Between 
the trees he can plant corn or potatoes 
orsmall fruits. Next he can put in a 
few apricot trees,-prunes, nectarines, 
peaehes, cherries, apples, pears, 
quinces, loquats, plums, grapes, guavas, 
pomegranates and figs. 

‘wo months from the time he plants 
he has his own vegetables to eat, and 
in seven months more vegetables, 
some berries and eggs to sell. 

For a dwelling you may build ‘‘a 
thin one-rvomed house,’’ and when 
bave made money, turn your first 

uilding into an outhouse. A man 
may liveina tent fora while. There 
are places where men begin thus, and 
now their dwellings are almost hid 
with roses and geraniums and jas- 
mines and great orange trees, lemon 
trees, olives and other fine fruits and 
shrubbery which they raised them- 
selves. 


The Coming Arcadia.

Rural California is to be a new thing 
under the sun. Here the distinction 
between tuwu and country is to be 
wiped out, or rather the definition of 
town is to be radically modified. The 
unfortunate village that was so short-

The 
coming and only possible town 
in this favored region is illus- 
trated in Riverside. Its lots 


will be measured by the acre in- 
stead of the foot. Every citizen is to 
be a self-supporting producer. No 
longer will the town depend 
upon the country. The ideal 
liie—urban and rural combined — 
will .prevail here. The hothouse 
city system, whereby it is possible to 
rear & human being to years of matur- 
ity without removing from it the in- 
fantile fear of the most docile domestic 
animals, will not abide. In these ag- 
Free whole of farms will obtain a home 
ife, wholesome and highly developed. 
The saloon, two miles away, will not 
usurp attention as if it were only two 
blocks away. Ventilating spaces be- 
tween families will beget more indi- 
viduality. The old system of town and 
country built up where it took 300 
acres to make a farm, cannot prosper 
where 10 acres constitute a farm. 
Southern California is destined to de- 
velop the choicest mode of existence 
on the continent.

WINNING MEN. 


Who Will Be Pasadena’s Next 
Sehool Trustees? 


THE CAUCUS TICKET ELECTED. 


The Citizens’ Candidates Badly 
Snowed Under-—The Result 
Received with Great 
Satisfaction. 


Yesterday’s election for School 
Trustees passed off quietly, but the 
friends of the different candidates 
were actively at work all day until the 
polls closed at sunset. The interest 
manifested in the election during the 
past week naturally brought out a 
large vote. Nearly tive hundred votes 
had been cast before noon, and when 
the polls closed there were eight hun- 
dred and forty-two ballots in the box. 

Friends of the ticket nominated at 
Thursday night’s eancus were more 
active and numerous than the backers 
of the Appeal nominees. The former 
faction had in service a number of 


carriages, bearing in conspicuous 
letters on either side the 
words, ‘“‘Regular Ticket—Throop, 


Wood, Buchanan.’’ The opposing fac- 
tion headed their ballot with the 
words ‘Citizens’ ticket,’ but the con- 
veyances they had hired to haul voters 
to the polling places went unadorned. 
Every available voter was called into 
service, the campaign being conducted 
with a vigor that would have done 
credit to a Presidential election. “ 

A feature of the contest was that the 
result was much of a mystery until the 
ballots had been counted. It was ob- 
served early in the day that Mr. 
Throop’s name was being scrhtched to 
some extent in favor of Mr. Holder, 
the friends of the latter candidate 
having worked hard to effect such 
acompromise. One man during the 
afternoon offered to wager even money 
that Wood, Spalding and Holder 
would be the men elected, but he 
found so many takers that he retired 
from the field without putting up any 


averaging 228 votes. The whole num- 
ber of votes cast was 842; whole num- 
ber of straight caucus tickets voted, 
477; whole number citizens’ tickets 
voted, 284; whole number caucus 
tickets scratched, 58; whole number 
citizens’ tickets scratched, 23. 

The scratching was much less 


general than it was con- 
jectured it would be, and in 
no way effected the result. The 


supporters of the citizens’ ticket left 
for home early, as soon as it was known 
that their candidates had been badly 
snowed under. A crowd of enthusi- 
asts on the other side waited for the 
official figures, and the result was re- 
ceived with great enthusiasm. 

The election board consisted of 
Messrs. J. A. Buchanan, Mr. Fordham, 
W. A. Heiss and J. W. Sheaff.
